America's Card Authority 


In my previous article I explain- 


ed that in opening blind from a 
tnpleton, the lowest card is the 
correct lead if the holdhiR is top- 
ped by ace, king or queen (with- 
out a second honor in sequence). 


With any less strength at the 


top, the top card is usually 
led 


in order to disclose at once that 
the holding is short and has no 
high card in support of a return 
lead by partner. 


The blind lead of a ten usually 


indicates an "interior" sequence, 
such as K-10-9-2, or Q-10-9-2. To 
preserve this reading, we lead the 
deuce, not the ten, from 10-9-3-2, 
against no trump. 


Some players for the same rea- 


son prefer the lead of the deuce 
from holding No. 52. But this Is 
pressing a principle to 
extreme. 


After all, we lead the ten from 
10-9-8-2, 10-9-2 and 10-2, none of 
which has a higher honor 


a suit only If you hold stoppers 
In it, but not always. Sometimes 
it is veiy vital to command youi 
partner to lead a suit because your 
side has no tucks In It and noth- 
ing to lose, while some other lead 
might wieck a Sitoppei. 


'When your partner has lead a 


low card and you must make an

The blind lend of a queen shows 
that you do not have the king but 
that you do have the Jack (unless 
the suit Is veiy short) In follow- 
ing suit with a queen, on the oth- 
er hand, you positively deny hav- 
ing the jack, but you may have 
the king. 


By following- with the lowest of 


a sequence, you frequently ennble

Selection of the correct lead, m 


response to your partner's opening 
lead. Is often as vital to successful 
defense as the choice of the open- 
ing lead itself. 


A "response" is a card played 


fin following suit or in discard- 
ing) to give your partner some in- 
formation. The response is usually 
a small card, since you are mak- 
ing no effort to win a trick, but 
the principles of responding can 
sometimes be used In leading

formation across to partner. 


At any time that you follow suit

THAT FAR OFF WAR 


That far off war came to the west coast of the 


United States last evening even as President Roosevelt 
was declaring that the nation could expect to suffer 
continuing losses at the hands of the Axis undersea 
raiders "before the turn of the tide." 


Before this shelling occurred, Willis Thornton, NEA 


editorial writer, had typed the following thought-pro- 
voking article for the Times-Mirror and other clients: 


The people of the United States are at war. Right 


now they are losing the war. They say they know 
their own continent is in danger of attack, their own 
nation menaced. But do they know it? Do they adroit 
the possibility that one dark night, a bomb may drop 
on their children as they sleep, that one fine day the 
Jap may come marching or "filtering" down the street 
in front of their office? 
Do they honestly tell them- 


selves that they may have to meet, personally, the 
physical dangers of war? 


No, of course not. The war is still far off. It is 


something happening to MacArthur's Magnificents on 
Bataan, to the doughty. Dutch in the Indies, to the fight- 
Ing Russians and Chinese. Yes, and to the bombed and 
beleaguered British. 


In India last year and the year before the debates 


in Calcutta and Bombay did not center on the defense 
.of China. Self-government was the main subject. The 
amount of aid to be given Britain was another. But the 
defense of India herself was not seriously considered. 


Now the Jap is next door. He is fighting in Burma, 


more than two thousand miles from his home islands— 
and little more than two hundred miles from the eastern 
fringes of India. Tokyo talks to India of "India for 
Indians," but Indian leaders well know that the Jap will 
come in and bomb their babies and rob them of their 
riches if they can do the job. They know it now. But 
they did not know it last year. 


In Australia last year and the year before the de- 


bates in Camberra did not center on the defense of 
Australia. Conscription and the amount of aid to be 
given Britain were Parliament's main concern. Defense 
of Australia was little more than a rhetorical question. 


Now the Jap is next door. He is fighting in Timor, 


" three thousand miles from his home islands—and three 
hundred miles from northern Australia. 
Tokyo has 


already promised to "Japanize" this island continent. 


The lesson for the United States is plain: 
Fight this war to the fullest right now. Whip the 


potential invader while he is attempting to take the far 
off lands of others. Failing that, be ready to fight the 
enemy right here in America. Be ready to meet the 
physical horrors of war face to face. 


News that Leslie R. Hayes, former well known and 


popular Warren young man, had been found asphyxiated 
in his apartment in Cony Monday afternoon was re- 
^ceived with profound sorrow by a host of friends of the 
victim and. his family. The tragedy furnishes another 
grim reminder of the danger that exists in using pipe- 
less gas stoves for heating purposes.

The word he passes on to his prin- 
cipal assistants now is that if the 
organization goes sour from here 
on, no one is to be blamed but the 
WPB bosses themselves. 


3. Procedure has been speeded up 


and this has been passed on to 
other agencies of the government 
cooperating with the WPB.

recently. Nelson decided to put in 
a new 1200-ton blast furnace for 
pig iron production on the west 
coast, awarding the contract to 
the Henry J. Kaiser interests. The 
contract was cleared through the 
Defense Plant corporation

formances not by days, but 
by 


weeks. Contracts for a new steel 
mill to use this pig iron are hot on 
the heels of the blast furnace job.
